BUROFBAN AFFAIRS. 



•Some iolotasting as veil at complicuiuii 
oassB of iatsroaUoBal law aio oooasioauliy 
apringiog up as tbe legal harvest of ttie 
Americaa civil war. Tbu most lucout iiisiuLcu 
is an application by tbu United tiluteii buluiu 
the Eoglish VicQ-ClmiJoollor, Sit W. 1'. WuulI, 
for an iojuoolioQ to reetruiu uurtaiii merchuiild 

in Liverpool from dolivering 1228 biilus ol' 
oolton, rocontly arrived from Texas t'la Hs- 
vannah, to any one but tbo agents o( Ibe 
United Stales. It appears that the dofea 
dants represent a firm that carried on 
large oottoo transactions at Havannab with 
the Confederate Govornmont — that this firm 
were creditors of tha Confederacy to tbe 
amount of twenty tbousund pounds, nml 
that tbo cotton in question was iu 
part to liquidate tbe debt. Tbo pliiiii- 
tiffs, representing the United States, claimed 
tbe cotton on tbe ground that wilb tbe 
dissolution of tbo ■ so-called Confederate 
Qovernmont all the joint and pubiic property 
of the persons constituting bccIi protmideii 
Government had been expressly codcil to ibe 
United Stotes. Tbo dofondanls claimed lb;it 
they had shipped the cotton Irom Texas 
prior to tbe submission of Kirby Smith. Tbe 
Attorney General and others on the part of 
the United States, however, contended that 
the Confederate Governmeut, being in tbe 
position of rebels and mere wrongdoers, had 
no power to enter into any contract wbicli 
could give to tbo defendants, who bad full 
notice of tbe rights of tbe United States and 
of tbe rebellion of tbo Confederates, any 
right as against the plaintiUs, tbe lawful own- 
ers. The counsel for the defendants, on the 
other hand maintained that the United 
States could aland in no bigbcr position in 
the matter than tbo late Confederate Uoveru - 
nent, and that they were bound to carry out 
all tbe provisions of tbe agreement entered 
into between the Confederacy and tbe de- 
fendants. Under any circamstanees it was a 
now doctrine to apply to an English court for 
property that bud escaped tbe plaintiiTs' 
.blockode. The Vice-Cbaaeellor, in giving 
his decision, said he bad no doubt of the rigbl 
of the United States to the cotton, bat 
whether or not they tbonid be obliged to taiie 
it snbjeot to tbe engagements entered into 
between tho Confederate Government and tbe 
defendants, was a more serious cjucBtion, The 
cotton was tbe rasull of funds raised not by 
one particular State, but by all tho Confed- 
erate States, for carrying on war — by in 
reality a de facto government. The <Jon- 
federaoy, therefore, was not a plunder- 
ing and marandiog body, without any 
recognized tights, as tbe plaintiffs' conn- 
sel had implied, but a virtual goveru- 
ment, and as such, when displaced, tbo 
government so displacing snccoedod to its 
engagements as well as its rights. ilo 
therefore thought tbe United States, although 
baring a rigbl to tbe cotton, were in daty 
bound to carry out the Confederate Qovern- 
ment's engagements. Reserving, however, 
all these questions until tho bearing, tbe 
order upon tbe prasoni occasion would be to 
appoint one of tha defendants I'rioleau, n; 
oeiver, on hia giving security for i)20,00O, or 
undertaking to pay that sum into Court on 
or before tbe first day of Miobaolmas Term. 
Tbe decision of tbe Yice^Chaaoellor is in 
principle a very serious one ; for it virtually 
makes one Government or ration that dis- 
places another by foroo ot ariiis responsible 
for the debts of tbo <.ljvornment or naliun fo 
displaced. The United Stales Government 
may be obliged to part with £20,000 out ol 
tbe £40,000, tbe value of the cotton ; but we 
scarcely think it will recognize the Yico- 
Ohancellor's ruling in the abstract und 
OBSumo tbo lute Conloderucy'a debts. 

Since Iho termination of tho scrio-eumic 
campaign of Iho Gorman I'uwur.s ngmnsi 
Denmark, we have been receiving but little 
news of interest from that very oonstiiutional 
mooarob King Frederick of Prussia and his 
aiHiable Minister Herr von Bismark. lleoent 
papers, however, bring these worthies forth 
again into very prominent light. Tbo I'lus 
siaua, liku lMij,'lislinien, are uxcuedinj^ly I'oiid 
of thoir filoiiiacli and endeavor ocoasi'jnally 
to lubricaii; the inaoliinery of politics willi 
tho unctions propcrlies of a public dinner. 
Accordingly, after the protracted but cxtre^ 
raoly qaiet struggle of tho Lower Chamber 
agaiust^tlu" ICiri^' in his off jils to subvorl the 
Ptussiau Constitution, tho good )ie(ip!e ol 
Cologne decided (in rewanliiig tho I.,ibural 
members with a baiKjn.'t. Wo hiivo bad 
oconsioiiul evidontu in Victoria of tho ecceu" 
trioity of speech prod need by a good 
dinner, and we have no donbt Bcrr You 
Bismark dreaded something on the part of 
tho members of the Cbambor, If not so Irra- 
tional at least os reckless n^ anything of 
which our after dinner orations can boar-t. 
The consequence was, the festival was pro- 
hibited by tbe poHoe. Tba judge, howuver, 
of the Provincial Court, decided the festival 
to bo legal ; bat as law is made in 
Prussia to bow to kingly suprcmaoy, 
the »(i/i(S ])Op\iti flourish had to nuike 
way for thu n/(ii;i(i latio rcf^nin, and armed 
foroo stood between the meinbera .md tliuir 
dinnar. In vain they niu(lu tlieir way to- 
wards the dining hall — every upprouch was 
scdalously guarded, and tbe members, num- 
bering seventy, had to oontenl tbemaelvos 
with adjourning to n Horr Lnclmit's house 
iind signing a letter of thanks to tbo Dinner 
Cominillcu. After a lilllu relleelinn, bowover, 
and probably e,\peiieneing tho lirit faint 
symptoms of hunger, they determined to make 
tbelr way to a rostaaiaot in the Zoologioal 
Qardcns and revenge tbemsolvos on some un- 
fortunalo ohioken and turkey.
